He knows 
how to utilise these ties for the benefit of the organisation. 

c. Field Comment: During most of this lengthy period of 

employment V-11081 received DM 1*00 monthly* The office of 50 forced 
V-12053 to drop 7-11 881 on grounds of non-productivity. 7-12053 has 
continued to maintain, as he usually does in suoh cases* that 7-11881 
was a useful window into refugee groups of various sorts and that GV C 
will feel his loss keenly.
